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tion by Section Two, Article,Two, of 
this Act; to manage and control said 
property in such way as to it may 
seem best. 
Also, except wlierin restricted upon 
motion or otherwise, to appropriate 
money to pay the debts, liabilities and 
expenditures of the city, or any part 
or Item thereof, and from any fund ap­ 
plicable thereto. 
Also, to provide for surveys of the 
blocks, streets or lands within the 
limits of said city and to declare such 
surveys official, and to compel all per­ 
sons to conform to the lines of said 
streets as now or hereafter established. 
Also, to provide for the arrangement 
and preservation of the records, papers 
and archives of said city. 
And, also, to exercise, carry out and 
execute such other power and authority 
as is given to said Corporation by this 
Act, and not otherwise specially dele­ 
gated, and to make, pass and adopt for 
such purpose such laws, rules and regu­ 
lations as shall be necessary and pro­ 
per therefor. 
Bec. 2. The Common Council shall 
annually at the regular meeting ap­ 
pointed by this Act, or as soon there­ 
after as practicable, elect a suitable 
person other than a member of the 
Common Council us Clerk of the Com­ 
mon Council. Bueh Clerk shall per­ 
form all the duties required of him by 
this Act, and by any ordinance, reso­ 
lution or order of the Mayor and Com­ 
mon Council, or either, of said city. 
The Clerk otherwise shall be under 
the control of the Common Council, 
and may be removed by them at any 
time and another person elected in his 
stead. 
Sec. S. The Common Council shall 
keep, or cause to be kept a journal of 
its proceedings, and, on the call of any 
member, shall cause the ayes and noes 
to be taken up on any question before 
it, and entered upon the journal. 
All proceedings and deliberations of 
the Council shall be public. 
Sf.C. 4. On the seventh day, in­ 
cluding Bundnys and other legal holi­ 
days, after the completion of the can­ 
vassing by the Common Council, of 
the vote - ;ist, at any General Muni­ 
cipal El- -tion or any Municipal Elec­ 
tion, i 
the Election of Common 
Couuchmen, there shall be had a reg­ 
ular n: ting of the Common Council. 
Bueh meeting is appointed by this 
Act and no notice thereof is necessary. 
S ec. 5. The Common Council 
shall have power, and is hereby au­ 
thorized, by resolution in writing to 
be entered upon its minutes, to pro­ 
vide for the time and place of its other 
regular meetings, but it may, upon 
motion, at any regular special or ad­ 
journed meeting, adjourn to the next 
succeeding regular meeting or to any 
specified time prior thereto. 
Bpeeial meetings of the Common 
Council may he called by the Mayor 
at any time, either for the transaction 
of special or adjourned business and 
the notice thereof, signed by the May­ 
or, specifying the object, if special, 
shall lie personally served upon each 
member of the Common Council, or 
shall be served by leaving a copy of 
the same at his place of business, if 
served between the hours of 7 o’clock 
A. >i., and 5 o’clock i*. >L, when such 
place of business is known, or if not 
known or if served at any other time 
by leaving a copy thereof at his resi­ 
dence or domicil. 
B ec. 0. A majority of the mem­ 
bers actually constituting the Com­ 
mon Council, shall constitute a quorum 
to do business, but any less number 
may meet and adjourn from time to 
time and may compel the attendance 
of absent members in any manner 
prescribed by the rules and regulations 
of the Common Council. 
Bec. 7. The Mayor at the meeting 
appointed by this Act to be held on 
the 7th day after the completion 
of the canvassing of the vote cast 
at the General Muniuipal Election 
to be held on the 1st Monday in 
December, 1874, and from and after 
that time shall be ex-offlcio Pres­ 
ident of the Common Council, and 
shall preside over its deliberations 
when in session. He shall not he en­ 
titled to a vote upon any question but 
shall have power and authority to pre­ 
serve order, enforce the rules of the 
Council and determine the order of 
business, subject to the rules of an ap­ 
peal to the Council. 
If the Mayor shall be absent from 
any meeting of theCouueil, the Coun­ 
cil must appoint one of their own 
number President, to serve during that 
meeting. 
Bueh President pro-tem., shall have 
the right to vote upon any question in 
the same manner as other members of 
the Council, and in all other respects 
shall have tne same rights and powers 
as the Mayor, as such President. 
B ec. 8 .' The Common Council shall 
have power to punish any member or 
other person, by line, not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, or by imprison­ 
ment in the City Jail or other place of 
confinement, not exceeding ten days, 
for disorderly or improper conduct 
committed in their presence when in 
session, at any meeting, and may in 
addition to the enforcement of the 
tines and other penalties provided 
therefor, by a two-thirds vote, expel a 
member for the breach of its rules and 
regulations, and declare his seat 
vacant. 
A majority of the whole number at 
tho time actually constituting the 
Council, is a majority of the Council 
or members thereof, within the mean­ 
ing of this Act, and not otherwise un­ 
less expressly so provided. 
The concurrence of a majority of a 
quorum is a sufficient majority to de­ 
termine any question or matter other 
than the final passage of an ordinance 
or except when otherwise specially 
provided. 
The concurrence of a majority of the 
members actually constituting the 
Council, shall ho necessary for the 
final passage of an ordinance. 
ARTICLE V. 
OTHEIt OFFICERS. 
THEIR ROWERS 
AND DUTIES. 
Tho Mayor is the executive ofilcerof 
tiie corporation, and must exercise a 
careful supervision over its affairs and 
subordinate ofiicers. 
It is his duty annually, at the meet­ 
ing of the Common Council, appointed 
by Bection 
Article of this Act, to 
communicate by message to the Coun­ 
cil, a general statement of the condi­ 
tion and affairs of the corporation, 
and to recommend the adoption of 
such measures as lie may deem expe­ 
dient and proper, and to make such 
special communications to the Com­ 
mon Council from time to time as he 
shall deem expedient. 
It is his further duty to be vigilcnt 
and active in the enforcement of the

Incorporation and City Boundaries: 
ARTICLE 1. 
Bection 1. The corporation nr body 
corporate now existing and known as 
the Mayor and Common Council of 
the City of Los Angeles, shall, except 
as hereinafter altered, amended, 
changed or enlarged, remain and con­ 
tinue to be, and with such changes, 
alterations and enlargements hereby, 
is incorporated as a public corporation, 
body corporate and politic by this said 
name of the Major and Common 
Council (if the City of Los Angeles. 
Bec. 2. The boundaries of said city 
shall be as follows, to wit: Commenc­ 
ing at a point in tho county of Ims 
Angeles, State of California, 100 ehs.

ning; the said courses being according 
to the true meridian, containing 18,"»07 
aeiea of land. 
CHAl’i’KI! II. 
CHANT OF RIO I FI’S. POWERS, ETC. 
Section 1. That there bo hereby 
as granted to said corporation, to be 
uy it held, used and enjoyed in abso­ 
lute ownership, tho full force and ex­ 
clusive light to all of the water flow­ 
ing in the river of Los Angeles at any 
point from its source or sources, to the 
intersection of* said river with the 
southern boundary of said city; also, 
tiie right to develope, economize, use 
and utilize all waters flowing beneath 
the surface in the bed of said river at 
any point or points between the points 
of termini above given; and for that 
purpose it is hereby declared that the 
powers to condemn property' outside of 
the limits of said city, given by the 
provision of Section 2, Article 2, of 
this Act. insofar as the same relate to 
the condemnation of property in water 
for increasing the water supply of said 
city, are intended to be given and to 
he restricted to such sources of supplj', 
and to the rights therein,excepting and 
reserving from the operation of the 
aforesaid grant of the water flowing 
in said river, unless the same be con­ 
demned and taken for public use as 
heroin provided, all vested private 
lights to the water flowing upon the 
surface or beneath it in tho bed of said 
river, and provided, that said corpora­ 
tion shall not, in any manner, dispose 
of, transfer, or convey, any portion of 
said water or any right to develop and 
use the same or any portion thereof to 
any corporation, association, indivi­ 
dual or other person who might or 
would use the same in any way preju­ 
dicial to the use thereof for irrigation 
within tho limits of said city, or who 
might or would, at any time, for any 
good or valuable consideration, desire 
to sell, or in any way dispose of, to any 
other person, natural or artificial, any 
interest therein, or right to the 
use thereof; and provided further, 
that the zanjas which are within the 
limits of said city, known as the prin­ 
cipal zanja and zanjas number* 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5, 6, 7 and 8, are hereby declared 
public zanjas; and the quantity of 
water which has heretofore generally 
flowed in each one of said zanjas is 
hereby declared to lie the quantity 
whioh by right belongs to each one of 
said zanjas, and to tiie farmers and 
fruit-growers who are benofitted by 
their use. 
Any person or persons who shall 
throw, or cause to throw, any filth or 
matter detrimental to the public 
health, or allow their sewers or sinks 
to run or drain intoany of said zanjas, 
shall he deemed guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
before the Mayor or any Court having 
jurisdiction thereof, shall be fined in a 
sum nob exceeding one hundred dol­ 
lars and not less than twenty dollars, 
for the first offense, and not more than 
three hundred dollar* nor less than 
fifty dollars, for every subsequent of­ 
fense, or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for not more than thirty 
nor less than five days, or by botli such 
fine and imprisonment. 
Any person violating this section 
shall be prosecuted before any Court 
of competent jurisdiction in the city 
or township of Los Angeles upon the 
complaint of any person aggrieved, or 
of the Overseer of Water Courses of 
8aldAll moneys collected as fines under 
the provisions of this Act, shall be paid 
into the City Treasury of said city to 
the credit of the Water Fund of said 
city, known as the New Water Fund. 
Bec. 2. Under said corporate name, 
the said corporation is declared to be 
a public or municipal corporation, and 
by such name shall have perpetual 
succession, may make and use a cor­ 
porate seul, and change and alter the 
same at pleasure, sue and bo sued, 
plead and be impleaded in any and all 
Courts of justice, and in all actions, 
suits and proceedings whatever, may 
purchase, hold and receive property 
real and personal, or either, within or 
without the limitsof said city for any 
or all of the following purposes, to 
J 
1st—For public buildings, public 
works and improvements, for public 
parks, burial grounds and cemeteries, 
or either. 
2d—For tho establishment ami main­ 
tenance Rf hospitals and asylums for 
the care of decrepit! and invalid per­ 
sons, persons afflicted with contagious, 
loathsome, or other diseases, or either. 
3d—For the erection and mainte­ 
nance of jails, workhouses, nnd houses 
of correction, or either. 
4th—For the construction, mainte­ 
nance and operating of waterworks, 


dams, reservoirs, ditches, canals anil 
other means to supply the city and its 
inhabitants witli water for the pur­ 
poses of domestic use and of irrigation, 
and to distribute such water either in 
zanjas, ditches, pipes or otherwise, 
into, upon and over the lands within 
the limits of said city, or for either of 
said purposes. 
r»th—For the purpose of establishing, 
e instructing, maintaining and operat­ 
ing of gas works and distributing the 
same in pipes or otherwise into and 
throughout said city, or either. 
tit!i—For tiie purpose of laying out, 
opening, extending, widening or other­ 
wise improving streets, alleys, lanes, 
sidewalks and crosswalks within said 
city.7th—For the purpose of laying out, 
building and constructing of sewers, 
drains and cesspools, or either. 
8th—For any and all oilier public or 
municipal objects or required for the 
protection, benefit and convenience of 
said city and its inhabitants, and for 
any or all of such purposes and objects 
in this section enumerated or referred 
to; the said corporation shall have the 
right, and is hereby empowered, to 
condemn any and all property required 
to lie taken therefor, in the manner 
hereinafter provided. 
See. 3. The said corporation shall 
have tiie further power, and is hereby 
further authorized through its ofiicers 
and agents, and as hereinafter pro­ 
vided, or as is now or may hereafter 
be prescribed by the ordinances, by­ 
laws, resolutions, rules and regula­ 
tions of said eitjq passed and adopted 
in pursuance hereof, to assess, levy 
and collect each year upon all proper­ 
ty, both real and personal. In said city 
and taxable under the laws of this 
State, taxes and assessments for gen­ 
eral municipal purposes, and for such 
special objects and purposes as is now 
authorized by law or by this Act or any 
subsequent Act of the Legislature, may 
be authorized to he imposed, levied and 
collected; provided that such taxes 
levied lor general municipal purposes, 
exclusive of such special taxes and 
assessments, shall not exceed for any 
one year the sum of one dollar and 
fifty cents on each one hundred dollars 
worth of property, both real and per­ 
sonal, within said city. 
Bee. 4. The said corporation through 
its officers and agent* a* hereinafter 
provided or may be prescribed by 
the ordinances, by-laws, resolutions 
orders, rules and regulation* passed 
and adopted in pursuance hereof, shall 
have the further power and is hereby 
authorized, subject to the resolutions, 
provisions and conditions herein con­ 
tained, to mannge and control, to sell, 
lease or otherwise, except by mort­ 
gage or hypothecation, or as herein 
provided, dispose of any or all of the 
property of sa id corporation, and to 
appropriate tiie proceeds, profits or 
other income therefrom to tiie use and 
benefit of said corporation. 
Bec. Ó. The Mayor and Common 
Council, acting for and on behalf of 
said corporation, shall have power and 
is lieieby authorized by ordinance to 
provide for the licensing, regulating, 
restraining, suppressing and prohib­ 
iting or either of any and all hawkers, 
peddlers, pawn-brokers, dance cellars, 
inelodeous, shows, circuses, billiard 
tables, bowling and ten pin alleys, 
faro banks, gaming with cards, games 
of chance, gambling houses, tables or 
stands, howdy houses and any and all 
noxious and offensive, immoral, in- 
dioent or disreputable places, busi­ 
nesses and practices or cither in said 
city ; also, to license, tax and regulate 
or either the carrying on and conduct­ 
ing of any or all professions, trades, 
callings, occupations or other business 
by any person, natural or artificial,, 
within the corporate limits of said 
city, to fix the amount of license, tax 
thereon and to be paid by such persons 
therefor at such sums respectively as

Also to provide by ordinance for the 
prevention of vagrancy within said 
city, and for the punishment, confine­ 
ment, imprisonment and employment 
or either of any and all persons having

Bee. <>. The said Mayor and Com­ 
mon Council shall have the further 
power liy ordinance to create the of­ 
fices of City Tux Collector, City Sur­ 
veyor, Superintendent of Streets, Zan* 
jaro or Water Overseer and any other 
offices or cither, as they may think 
necessary or required for tke more ef­ 
ficient government of said corporation, 
and may in such ordinances provide 
for tiie election or appointment of any 
or all of such officers as they shall 
deem best, and to prescribe their res­ 
pective powers and duties. 
ARTICLE III. 
OF OFFICERS, ETC. 
Section 1. The officers of said cor­ 
poration shull be: 
A Mayor, twelve members of the 
Common Council, four from each wurd 
In said city, a City Attorney, City 
Marshal, City Assessor, City Treas­ 
urer and Clerk of the Common Coun­ 
cil, and such other offcers the offices 
of whom may he created by ordinance 
of the Mayor nnd Common Council in 
pursuance of the autnority hereby 
given. 
The Mayor, members of the Com­ 
mon Council, the City Marshal, As­ 
sessor and Treasurer, and all other 
officers, when so provided bv such 
ordinances, shall be elected as herein­ 
after provided. 
For the purpose of municipal repre­ 
sentation the said city is hereby di­ 
vided into three w’ards, the boundaries 
of which, until tho redistricting of the 
city by the Common Council in pursu­ 
ance of the authority hereinafter 
given, shall be the same as now estab­ 
lished by the ordinances of said city. 
Members of the Common Council 
representatives from each w’ard shall 
be elected by the qualified electors un­ 
der this Act residing in such wards 
respectively; all other elective officers, 
except as herein otherwise authorized, 
shall be elected by the qualified elec­ 
tora at large residing in said city. 
Bee. 2. Should the Maj or and Com­ 
mon Council create any office and 
make no special provision for filling 
the same, or should any office, except 
that of Assessor, become vacant before 


the expiration of the term of the in­ 
cumbent elected or appointed to such 
office, it shall be the duty of the Com­ 
mon Council, unless in the ease of any 
office created by ordinance it shall bo 
otherwise provided, to appoint a suit­ 
able person to till the same for such 
unoxpirod term. 
Should a vacancj’ occur in the office of 
the Citj' Assessor before the expiration 
of tlu*’term for which the incumbent 
thereof was elected, it shall bo in the 
discretion of the the Common Council 
to order a special election for the elec­ 
tion of a successor to hold for such un­ 
expired term or such election, if 110 
necessity for a special election exist, 
may he post poned until the next regu­ 
lar general municipal election, or un­ 
til the next regular election for tho 
Common Council men. 
Bee. 3. The power and authority 
given to s aid eor|ioration by this Act 
is vested in a Mayor and Common 
Council and such other officers, the 
offices of whom are created by this 
Act or may be created in puasuance 
of its provisions, and may be exercised 
by them respcctiqely as herein pro­ 
vided or as may he prescribed by any 
ordinoucc, by-law, resolution, rule and 
regulation or either enacted, passed or 
adopted in pursuance of the terms of 
this charter in the same manner, to 
the same extent and with the same 
authority as if thereunto specially 
authorized and directed. 
ARTICLE IV. 
RIGHTS, POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE 
COMMON' COUNCIL. 
B ection 1. The Common Council 
shall have power and is hereby au­ 
thorized for and in behalf of said Cor­ 
poration by resolution in writing, to 
lie entered upon its minutes, to make 
regulations to prevent the introduc­ 
tion or the spreading of any loathsome, 
contagious or other diseases into the 
city; to make regulations and provi­ 
sion for tiie removal of poisons aff'uted 
with any contagious or loathsome dis­ 
ease to a suitable hospital provided 
and prepared by the city or other party 
for that purpose; to secure the protec­ 
tion of persons and property within 
said city, and to provide for the health, 
cleanliness, ornament, peace and good 
order of the city and its inhabitants 
or persons residing within its lim its; 
to declare w'hut constitutes a nuisance 
and to prevent, remove or abate any 
and all nuisances within said city; to 
provide this city with good and whole­ 
some water, aiiii to that end and for 
that purpose may exercise, use, enjoy 
nnd carry out in the name of said Cor­ 
poration any and all measures requi­ 
site and necessary therefor, power to 
perform which is given said Corpora­ 
tion by the provisions of Bection Two, 
of Article Two. of this Act. 
Also, to provide for lighting tiie 
streets and public buildings belonging 
to the city with gas or light from the 
use of any other material or substance, 
and to that end and for that purpose 
may exercise, use, enjoy and carry out 
in'the name of said Corporation, any 
and all measures requisite and neces­ 
sary therefor, power to perform which 
is given said Corporation by the pro­ 
visions of said Bection Two, of Article 
Two, of this Act. 
Also, to lay out and open public 
streets within said city at such time 
and in such manner as to it shall seem 
proper; to extend, widen and improve 
the same; to lay out and construct 
sewers, drains, zanjas, water ditches 
and canal* within said citj', or with­ 
out the limits of said city when re­ 
quired to conduct the sewerage matter 
flowing into the sewers to cesspools 
or other places of deposit thereof, 
or when required to construct, the 
water used, or to be used for irri­ 
gation into and upon the lands 
within the limits of said city or into 
reservoir* located within or without 
such limits, anil to these ends and for 
these purposes, or either, to exercise, 
use, enjoy or carry out any and all 
measures requisite and necessary for 
said purposes, or either, power to per­ 
form which is given said Corporation 
by the provisions of said Section Two, 
of Article Two, of this Act. 
Also, to provide for and maintain out 
of the General Fund of said city, a 
proper and efficient Fire Department, 
ami to make and adoptsuch measures, 
rules and regulations for the preven­ 
tion and extinguishment of fires, and 
lor the preservation of property' endan­ 
gered thereby, as the said Council may 
think best. 
Also, to provide a sufficient police 
force for service by day and by night, 
within the limits of said city, may 
maintain the same out of the General 
Fund of said city, and may make such 
rules and regulations for their appoint­ 
ment, government and control as the 
said Council may think best. 
Also, to provide against the exist­ 
ence of all filth, garbage and other in­ 
jurious and inconvenient matters, sub­ 
stances or things existing within or 
along the zanjas, water ditches and 
canals, streets, sidewalks and cross­ 
walks, or either, in said city; and for 
the removal of sucli substances and 
things, or either, therefrom; ami may 
make such rules and regulations, and 
adopt such measures therefor, as to 
them may seem best. 
Also, to provide for, regulate, re­ 
strain or prohibit the establishment 
of market-nouses or places, slaughter­ 
houses and butcher shops, or either, 
and may make such rules and regula­ 
tions for the management and control 
of such places as to it may seem best. 
Also, to re-district and re-divide the 
said city into three wards, in such 
manner as to the Common Council 
may seem best calculated to equalize 
as nearly as possible, the population 
to each wurd; and may establish, alter 
and change the same at pleasure, 
when, in their opinion, demanded to 
accomplish such end. 
Also, to provide for the erection of a 
City Jail, House of Correction and 
Court House, or either, and the gov­ 
ernment, management and control 
thereof, and may until the erection of 
such Jail, make such other provision 
for the care and custody’ of all parties 
sentenced to confinement or imprison­ 
ment as they may so prefer. 
Also, to regulate the keeping or 
storage of gunpowder and any and all 
other inflamable or combustible ma­ 
terials within the limits of said citj' or 
any portion thereof. 
Also, to establish, allow, fix, pre­ 
scribe and regulate the salaries, fees 
and compensation of all officers and 
employees of the Corporation, except 
when otherwise provided by this Act, 
or the ordinances, bj’-laws or resolu­ 
tions now in force or passed in pursu­ 
ance hereof. 
Also, exceptas herein otherwise pro­ 
vided, to exercise, use and carry out all 
of the authority vested in said Corpora­ 


ordinances, by-laws, rules and regula­ 
tions of the city, to exercise a con­ 
stant supervision over the acts nnd 
conduct of all its officers and employ­ 
ees, to revise and examine into all 
complaints made against them for vio­ 
lation or neglect of duty and certify 
the same to the Common Council who 
shall revise and refer the same to a 
committee of three of its members to 
lienr the evidence and report to the 
Common Council as soon as practi­ 
cable whether the accused party be 
guilty or iuuoeent. If the accused 
part}' be found guilty, tiie Common 
Council shall prescribe the punish­ 
ment—which punishment may be 
fine and imprisonment, or either, 
and may extend to suspension for 
any time less than 60 days, or to 
removal from office or position. If 
suspension or removal be the punish­ 
ment, no sentence of fine or imprison­ 
ment shull be imposed. 
Bec. 2. The Mayor, except in the 
ease of his own official bond, shall take 
and approve all official or other bonds 
which by this Act, or by the ordinan­ 
ces, resolutions, or orders of said city 
authorities maj' be required to be giv­ 
en by any officer, contractor, or other 
employee of said corporation, and 
when lie approves such undertaking, 
he shall immediately file the same 
with the Clerk of the Common Coun­ 
cil.Bec. 3. The Mayor, as to all offen­ 
ces committed within the city, or 
within anj’ such limits to which tiie 
jurisdiction of said city bj’ this Act is 
declared to extend, whether against 
the laws of this Btate, or the ordinan­ 
ces, resolutions, rules or regulations of 
said city, shall have the same juris­ 
diction, power and authority, as i* now 
or may hereafter lie conferred upon 
Justices of the Peace in and for said 
township or townships whereof said 
city may form u part or the whole, and 
in any of such eases shall have the 
power and authority to examine and 
'discharge or commit, persons brought 
before him and charged with the com­ 
mission of any such offense. He may 
take recognizances to appear, bonds to 
keep the peace, and may issue any 
and all writs and processes in like 
manner, and to the same extent, and 
with the same power and authority as 
is now or may hereafter be conferred 
upon said Justices of the Peace in such 
eases or either of them. 
Be c. 4. The Mayor, except us herein 
otherwise provided, shall also have ju­ 
risdiction over all violations of any 
ordinance, by-law, resolution rule or 
regulation of anj- of the authorities of 
said city, committed within the limits 
of said city, and may according to the 
provisions of such ordinance, resolu­ 
tion, by-iaw, rule or regulation, hold 
to bail, fine and imprison, or either, 
any person found guilty of such vio­ 
lation. 
Sec. 5. All prosecutions brought 
before the said Mayor, whether for 
offenses committed against any law of 
this Btate, or against|any ordinance, 
resolution, by-law, rule or regulation, 
of any of the authorities of said city, 
shall be brought and presented in the 
name of the people of the Btate of 
California. 
Bf.c. 6. If at any time owinr to 
absenco from the city, sickness, or any 
other cause the Mayor should be una­ 
ble to perform the duties of his ofliCe, 
lie shall notify the Common Council 
thereof, at its first meeting thereafter, 
and the Common Council shall ap­ 
point one of their number as Mayor 
pro-tem. Bueh Maj’or pro-tem shall 
perform and discharge in the same 
manner and with like power and effect 
any and all of the duties of the Mayor, 
until the meeting of the Common 
Council at which the Mayor shall no­ 
tify it of ids readiness to resume the 
discharge of his office; provided that 
if at anj' time both the Maj or ami 
Mayor pro-tem, should perform any 
act or do anything conflicting, the one 
with the other, the action or thing 
done by the Mayor shall take prece­ 
dence and govern the action of tiie 
Maj’or pro-tem; the action of the May­ 
or, if otherwise legal shall be valid, 
the action of the Mayor pro-tem shall 
tie void: 
And provided further that the Mayor 
pro-torn shall lie entitled to receive 
from the Mayor one-half of all salary, 
fees and other compensation payable 
to him for such time a* the said Mayor 
pro-tem shall serve in his stead. 
Beg. 7. It shall be the duty of the 
City Attorney to attend to all suits, 
matters and things, in which the city 
may be legally interested; to give his 
advice or opinion in writing whenever 
required by the Mayor or Common 
Council, and to do and perform all 
such things touching his office as by 
the Common Council may be required 
of him. 
. 
Bec. 8. It shall be the duty of the 
City Marshal, in addition to tiie duties 
prescribed to him by the ordinances, 
by-laws, resolutions rules and regula­ 
tions of said city, authorities to exe­ 
cute and return all process issued by 
the Mayor or directed to him by any 
legal authority, to attend upon the 
Mayor’s Court regularly, to arrest all 
persons guilty of a breach of the peace 
or of any violation of any’ ordinance, 
by-law,resolution, rule or regulation of 
said municipal authority, and bring 
them before the Mayor or other Court 
for trial. He shall possess a superin­ 
tending control, subject to the Com­ 
mon Council, over the City Police, and 
shall, until otherwise provided by or­ 
dinance, perform nil the duties of col­ 
lector of the City Taxes. He may ap­ 
point one or more deputies, who shall 
possess tiie same power and authority 
us the Marshal. 
Bec. 9. It shall bo the dutj' of the 
Assessor in addition to the duties that 
may lie prescribed for him liy any or­ 
dinance, resolution, by-law, rule or 
regulation of the Mayor and Common 
Council of said city, or either of them, 
to make out within such time as may 
be prescribed b>' the ordinances of 
said city either now in force or which 
may hereafter lie passed In pursuance 
hereof, a full, true and correct list of 
all the property, both real and person­ 
al, taxable by law, within the limits 
of said city, with the valuation 
thereof. 
S ec. 10. The mode of making out 
such list, of ascertaining the value of 
property and equalizing the same, 
shall be such as is now or may hereaf­ 
ter be prescribed by the ordinances of 
the Mayor and Common Council of 
said city. 
When sucli list has been made out 
and the same returned to the Com­ 
mon Council as prescribed by such or­ 
dinances, the Common Council shall 
at the time and in the manner pre­ 
scribed in sucli ordinances, sit and act 
as a Board of Equalization. As such 


Board, it shall have, as regards the 
equalization of said list, all the pow­ 
ers conferred by law upon the Board 
of Supervisors of the County of Los 
Angeles as a Board of Equalization of 
State and County taxes. 
After such list has been equalized, 
the Common Counoil shall fix the 
levy or rate per cent, of taxes levied 
for all municipal purposes for that fis­ 
cal year. Every tax so levied shall 
have the force and effect of a judg­ 
ment on the person and property tax­ 
ed, and shall be and constitute from 
the date of such levy of the rate or 
per cent, a lien upon the real property 
situated in said city so nssessed, or 
owned by the party against whom 
such assessment is made. 
Every such assessment and the lien 
thereof shall have the force and effect 
of an execution duly levied upon all 
property owned by the party assessed, 
or bj’ the unknown owner of such 
property’ when nssessed to an unknown 
owner. 
The judgment is not satisfied nor 
discharged until all the taxes assessed 
against the property and the owners 
thereof are paid or the property sold 
for the payment thereof. 
Sec. 11. The said corporation shall 
have such other rights, claims, privi­ 
leges and liens for the amount or such 
municipal taxes as may noworhere- 
afler given to or exercised by the Peo­ 
ple of this Btate for and on account of 
the assessment of Btate and County 
taxes in said county. 
The mode and manner of collecting 
such municipal taxes, and enforcing 
such tax lien, and the proceedings 
thereafter shall substantially be the 
same as the mode and manner at the 
time prescribed by law for the collec­ 
tion of Btate and county taxes in said 
county; provided that the Mayor and 
Common Council of said city shall in 
said ordinance prescribe by which 
officers tho respective duties apper­ 
taining to such collect ion and enforce­ 
ment shall be performed. 
All such proceedings, sales certifi­ 
cates and conveyance « had, made and 
executed by them, in pursuance there­ 
of shall he of like force, effect and va­ 
lidity as is or may heicufter be given 
by law to such prooeedings and acts in 
the matter of the colie- >n of State 
and county taxes in M»id county. 
Bec. 12. It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer to receive all moneys that 
shall come to said citj’ either by taxa­ 
tion or otherwise, and pay the same 
out on warrants legally ordered by the 
Council, drawn and signed by the 
Clerk a ud countersigned by the May­ 
or. and to do aud perform all such 
other acts as may be prescribed to him 
by this act, any eity ordinance, or by 
the Common Council of said city. 
He shall, on the first daj' of Janua­ 
ry, April, July and October of each 
year, make out and present to the 
Common Council a full and complete 
statement of the receipts and expendi­ 
ture* of the preceding three months, 
which statement the Council shall 
cause to he published. 
ARTICLE VI. 
l’ltOCEKDlNOS TO CONDEMN PROPERTY 
FOR PUBLIC USE. 
S ection 1. Whenever it shall be­ 
come necessary for the said corpora­ 
tion to take private property for any 
municipal or public use, the’ Common 
Council may, by resolution or on mo­ 
tion, direct proceedings to be taken for 
the condemnation of such property 
and to ascertain the value thereof. 
For that purpose a petition in the 
name of the corporation, signed by its 
attorney, shall be presented to the 
County Court of the county in which 
said city is located, at a regular term 
thereof, stating the object for which 
the said property sought to be con­ 
demned is required, particularly de­ 
scribing the property, and praying 
for the appointment of commissioners 
to assertain its value. 
If several pieces of property,or parts 
of several pieces of property, whether 
owned by the same or different own­ 
ers, be required for the same object or 
public use, ail, or any part less than 
all, may be embraced in one proceed­ 
ing, or separate proceedings may be 
commenced against each respectively. 
Notice of tlie time aud place at 
which such petition will be presented 
to the County Court, signed by the at- 
tornej’, shall be given to the owners of 
such property and all other parties in 
interest. Such notice shall state gen­ 
erally the object of the proceeding and 
the object of the property sought to be 
taken, and may refer for all particu­ 
lars to the petition, which must be on 
file in the office of the Clerk of said 
Court at the date of said notice. 
If the owner or other party be a re­ 
sident of the county, the notice may 
be served upon him by delivering to 
him personally a copy thereof, at least 
ten day* prior to the time appointed 
for the presentation of the petition to 
the Court. 
If the owner or other party be a non­ 
resident of the county, hut a resident 
of the State, notice may lie fserved 
upon him by delivering to him person­ 
ally a copy of such notice at least twen­ 
ty days before the time appoint­ 
ed for the presentation of the petition. 
If the owner or other party be a 
non-resident of the Btate, notice shall 
be given by publication onee a week 
for sixty days in some newspaper 
printed and published in the county. 
The notice shall in all other respects 
be served and returned as may be pro­ 
vided by the laws of the State for the 
service aud return of summons Incivil 
actions pending in the District Court 
of said county; provided that in the 
case of a publication, no order of pub­ 
lication snail be required, nor shall it 
be necessary to file any papers, or 
copies of papers in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 
Proof of service of sucli notice by 
publication shall be made by affidavit 
of the proprietor, publisher, book­ 
keeper or other person connected with 
the publication of the paper in which 
sikch notice shall be given. 
Sec. 2. The Court, before hearing 
the application shall have satisfactory 
evidence that such notice has been 
given as above provided, and when so 
satisfied, the Court shall, by entry in 
its minutes, appoint five disinterested 
persons commissioners to ascertain 
the compensation, specifying in the 
entry the time and place for the first 
meeting of the commissioners. 
The commissioners shall be sworn 
to discharge their duties faithfully and 
impartially. 
They shall view the premises, and 
ascertain and eertlfy, to the Court as 
soon as practicable the compensation 
proper to be paid to the owners for the 
property to be taken. 
. 
Tney, or a majority of them,, shall 


make, subscribe and flip with the 
Clerk of the Court a certificate of thel* 
assessment. 
Sec. 3. The Court; shall at any time 
thereafter, if no objections should, in 
writing, have been filed with tl-eCIerK 
of the Court by the parties in interest, 
Í 
iroceed to consider the report of the 
fommissioners; and on the proof that 
the respective amounts of damage-') 
awarded to the parties in interest have 
been paid to them or into Court, shall 
cause an entry to he made in it* mln 
utes describing the property, settina 
forth tho ascertainment of comnensg 
tion and the payment as aforesaid, and 
adjudging and decreeing lliat tiie said 
corporation have had use and enjoy 
the said property for public use, as 
prayed for in the petition. 
If objection to the report of the Corn 
missioners be filed by anj' party in in 
tcrest before or at the hearing, ihe 
Court may proceed to hear and de­ 
termine the same, and may, if it think 
the compensation reported by the 
Commissioners to be inadequate, set 
aside the report and refer the matter 
again to the same or other Commis 
s toners; blit no objections against the 
second report shall lie filed by any 
partj’ who may have objected to the 
nrst. 
’ 
Bec. 4. Upon the entry of the order 
of condemnation being made by the 
Court, the corporation shall be entitled 
to have, hold, use and enjoy the pro- 
erty for public use, and as decreed in 
said order, as fully as if the samo had 
been conveyed to it by the ownersami 
other parties in interest, and made 
parties to such proceedings. 
A certified copy of the order as en­ 
tered may be recorded in the Recor­ 
der’s office of the oounlj', in like man­ 
ner and with the likc'eflect as if it 
was a deed of convej'nnee to the cor­ 
poration from the parties defendant to 
such proceeding*. 
Bec. 6. If at any time thereafter it 
should be necessary for the full enjoy­ 
ment of said property liy said cor por 
ation to condemn the interest of any 
person, whether a party to such former 
proceeding or not, in such property not 
taken in the former proceeding,' pro­ 
ceedings may be had for that purpose 
in the same manner aud with like 
effect as hereinbefore provided. 
Sec. 6. The Commissioners in any 
such proceedings shall in all cases, and 
the Court when hearing objections to 
the report shall, in ascertaining the 
damages or compensation to be award 
ed to the parties in interest, take into 
consideration the benefits and advan­ 
tages, the proposed public use of th>- 
property as stated in the petition will 
be to the owners of said property, and 
shall deduct the same from tne amount 
of damages, and find only the balance, 
if anjT shall exist, as the first compen­ 
sation to be made. 
Sec. 7. All damages and compensa­ 
tion awarded or paid to the owners of 
property or other parties in interest 
for and on account of the taking of the 
same for the laying out an opening of 
any new street, together with all other 
costs and expenses thereof, shall be 
paid by and all such improvements 
shall be made at the expense of all the 
property holders along and fronting 
upon either side of the proposed route 
or such street to belaid out and opened 
in proportion to the number of front 
feet owned by them respectively alou: 
such proposed route. 
All such damages and cost incurred 
in extending and prolonging the line 
of any street shall be paid by, and all 
such improvements «ball be made 
at the expense of all the ownersof real 
estate along and fronting upon either 
side of such extension and prolonga 
tion, and along and fronting upon 
either side of s*ch street prolonged or 
extended within such distance as the 
Common Council shall in their discre­ 
tion determine to be just; from the 
first point on such street, for which 
such proposed prolongation and exten­ 
sion is to he made, measuring back­ 
wards, along tho centre of such street, 
from the point in the centre and at thc- 
termirusof the street from which such 
extension commences, and in propot 
tion to the number of front feet owned 
by them respectively, aud fronting on 
such extension, anil on such street, 
within the distance' so ascertained ami 
fixed bv the Common Council from 
such point. 
All sucli damages and costs incurred 
in the widening of any street shall be 
E 
aid by and such improvement shall 
e made at the expense of the parties 
owning real property along and front 
ing upon either side of that portion of 
such street so to be widened, and upon 
either side of said street, withiu such 
distance as the Common Council shall 
determine; from either or both of the 
points of termini of that portion of tho 
street so widened, and from point* <-n 
the other side of said street aud oppo­ 
site to such points of termini, in ’pre­ 
portion to the number of front Let 
owned by each one respectively, aud 
fronting on each side of sucli portions 
of the street so to be widened, aud oil 
either side of such stfeet, within such 
distance from such points of termini 
and points opposite thereto, so ascer­ 
tained and fixed by the Common 
Council. 
Bec. 8. If, whenever any proceed­ 
ing for the condemnation of property 
for the opening of new streets, the ex­ 
tending or prolonging of new streets 
or the widening of streets in said city 
is instituted, the report of the Commis­ 
sioners, filed, and the order of condem­ 
nation has been made and entered by 
the Court, and anj’ damage or dam­ 
ages have been awarded to the owners 
of such property so taken, or other 
parties in interest, it shall be the duty 
of the Clerk of tho Common Council, 
within thirty davs thereafter, to pro­ 
cure from the Clerk of the County 
Court of said County a certified copj 
of the report of the Commissioners in 
such proceedings and of the order oí 
condemnation made and entered by 
the Court therein, and submit the 
same to the Common Council, at anj* 
meeting thoreof withiu twenty days 
frcm the expiration of tho said thirty’ 
days, 
The Common Council shall thereup­ 
on apportion the damages, and all the 
costs and expenses incurred or to be 
incurred iu such proceeding or matter 
amongst the different owners of real 
property liable to be assessed therefor, 
as hereinbefore provided, and order 
the Clerk of the Common Council to 
enter and record in the docket of the 
city liens, hereinafter referred to, said 
apportionment of the damage» aud 
costs against the said owners of the 
property liable therefor respectively. 
Such record shall substantially con­ 
tain the same entries as is required by 
.Section 9 of Article VII of this Aot,

The W ine Trade. 
J. M Curtiss’ Quarterly Wine Circu­ 
lar was'issued Monday, and from it we 
glean the following interesting items 
in connection with the Wine trade of 
the Pacific Coast: 
The exports of Native Wine and 
Brandy from California during the 
year 1873, were: From San Francisco, 
by sea, 557,942 gallons; by rail, 331,338 
gallons; from the interior, by rail, 52,­ 
385 gallons; from San Diego, by sea, 
156,078 gallons, total. 1,097,742 gallons. 
During the same period of 1872 964,­ 
646 gallons.

A notable feature of the trade with 
foreign countries is the experimental 
shipment of 11,100 gallons to Great 
Britain and Germany. The trade with 
countries bordering on the Pacific 
ocean shows a very small gain over 
that of 1872. Our shipments to the 
Atlantic States, though showing an 
increase of 120,440 gallons over the 
previous year’s trade, are less by 200,­ 
1*00 gallons than was generally antici­ 
pated at the beginning of the year, 
two causes retarding our trade—the 
interference of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue with the manufac­ 
ture of Sparkling Wines, and the 
financial panic in the Eastern States— 
are happily removed, and we can rea­ 
sonably expect an export trade during 
the current year amounting to 1,500,­ 
000 gallons. 
The local trade has been supplied 
by merchants of this city with 1,200,- 
O00 gallons of Native Wine during the 
year. The largest demand has been 
for the Dry White and Red Wines. 
Of the latter the stock is not larger 
than is required for home consump­ 
tion. White Wines are yet in good 
supply, but prices show a hardening 
tendency under anticipation of scar­ 
city before the next vintage is ready 
for shipment. Large orders are now 
in band for shipment East so soon as 
the season is sufficiently advanced, 
and the general outlook of the trade in 
Dry Whites and Reds is very promis­ 
ing. Port, Angelica and other sweet 
( Wines are abundant and in little de­ 
mand. The demand for Brandy is ac­ 
tive, the supply small. 
The quality of the vintage of 1873 is 
generally approved by the dealers. 
Red Wines, in particular, show better 
color and body than in 1872—a result 
not anticipated when the late frosts 
last year cut down the vines. The 
White Wines are of fair average qual­ 
ity, with less than the average propor­ 
tion of badly fermented Wine. Sweet 
Wines are in smaller proportion to the 
entire vintage than in any previous 
year. White Spirit has been distilled 
by very few vineyardists, and at none 
of the large distilleries. The aggre­ 
gate yield does not exceed 50.0(H) 
gallons. 
R om ance in H eat Lilt'. 
Lady Sarah Cadegan had evidently 
inherited her beauty from her mother, 
who, while still in the schoolroom, was 
married, in a truly ludicrous manner, 
to Lord March. The story is told by 
her grandson, Mr. Henry Napier.

My grandfather, the second Duke of 
Richmond, was one of the lords of the 
bedchamber of King George II., who 
then resided at Kensington Palace. 
He had been, as was the custom in 
those days, married, while yet a boy, 
to Lady Sarah Cadogan, daughter of 
that Lord Cadogan who, as a cavalry 
officer, distinguished himself so much 
in the Duke of Marlborough’s war. 
This marriage was made to cancel a 
gambling debt, the young people's 
consent having been the last thing 
thought of. The Earl of March was 
sent for from school, and the young 
lady from her nursery; a clergyman 
was in attendance, and they were told 
that they were immediately to become 
man and wife! The young lady is not 
reported to have uttered a word. The 
gentleman exclaimed: “They surely 
are not going to marry me to that 
dowdy! ” 
Tue ceremony, however, took place; 
a postchaise was ready at the door, 
and Lord March was instantly packed 
off with his tutor to make the grand 
tour, while his young wife was re­ 
turned to the care of her mother a 
Dutch woman, daughter of William 
Muntcr, counselor of the courts of 
Holland. 
After some years spent abroad. Lord 
March returned a well-educated, hand­ 
some young man, but with no very 
agreeable recollections of his wife. 
Wherefore, instead of at once seeking 
his own home, he went directly to the 
opera or theatre, where he amused 
himself between the acts in examining 
the company. He had not been long 
occupied iu this manner when a young 


and beautiful woman more cspicially 
struck his fancy, and turning to gen­ 
tleman beside him, he asked who she 
was. “ You must be a stranger in 
London,” replied the gentleman, “not 
to know the toast of the town, the

lien upon the property assessed there 
for. ■ 
After such entry has been made in 
the docket of the city liens, if the said 
assessments be not paid by the several 
parties liable therefor within thirty 
davs, the Common Council shall order 
the Clerk of the Common Council to 
issue warrant* thareon, directed to the 
City Marshal, and commanding him 
to sue the said property liable therc- 
for. 
. 
. 
. 
Such warrant shall be executed and 
returned, and all subsequent proceed­ 
ings shall he taken in the same m an­ 
ner and with like force and effect as 
provided by Article VII of this Act for 
i lie enforcement of liens upon property 
lor grading or otherwise the streets in 
said city. 
Skp. !). W henever 
any lands or 
other property are purchased by said 
city, without the institution of pro­ 
ceedings for the condemnation thereof 
for any of the purposes enumerated in 
Section 8, of this Article, the Com­ 
mon Council shall, as soon as the 
amount of the expenses incurred, or to 
be incurred, including the purchase 
money for such property has been 
ascertained, apportion the amount of 
such damages and expenses amongst 
tiie owners of property liable to he 
assessed therefor as hereinbefore? pro­ 
vided. 
Bueh assessments shall be recorded 
and collected in the same m aneras 
provided in ¡Section 8, of this Article. 
The Common Council shall have 
(tower and is hereby authorized by 
resolution in meeting to make such 
provisions, rules and regulations, as to 
it may seem best for the levying and 
collecting of such assessments and to 
confirm such 
mode, 
manner 
and 
means, more closely and more fully to 
the provisions of Article YIT, of this 
Act. 
ARTICLE VII. 


OP STREETS, THEIR GRADE AND 1M- 
PROVEMENT. 


S e c . 1. The Common Council shall 
have power and is authorized, when­ 
ever it deems it expedient, by resolu­ 
tion in writing, to establish or alter 
the grade and to improve any street 
or part thereof, now or hereafter laid 
out or established within the corpor­ 
ate limits of the City, and to make 
such improvement in such m anner as 
tiiev may think best. The power and 
authority to improve a street includes 
the power and authority to improve 
the sidewalks and pavements, and to 
determine and provide for everything 
convenient and necessary concerning 
such improvements. 
Sfc. 2. No grade or improvement 
mentioned in Section 1, can be under­ 
taken or made without ten (lavs’ 
notice thereof being first given by 
publication in some daily newspaper 
published in the City, or by posting, 
as may be prescribed by the order or 
resolution of the Common Council. 
S e c . 3. .Such notice m ust be given 
by the Clerk of the Common Council 
by order of the Council, and must 
specify, with convenient certainty, the 
street or part thereof proposed to be 
improved, or of which the grade is pro­ 
posed tobe established or altered, and 
tiie kind of improvement which is pro- 
j.K)scd to be made. 
S e c . 4. That in ten days from the 
first completion of such notice, the 
owners of property fronting on such 
street or part thereof, as the case may 
be, amounting to two-thirds of the 
frontage on such street or part thereof 
may make and file with the Clerk of 
the Common Council a written re­ 
monstrance against the proposed im­ 
provement, grade or alteration thereof, 
and thereupon the same shall not then 
be further proceeded in or made. 
Sec. 5. If no such remonstrance be 
so made and filed, the Council, at its 
♦•arliest convenience thereafter and 
within six mouths from the first pub­ 
lication of such notice, may establish 
the proposed grade or alteration there­ 
of, or commence to make the proposed 
improvements as hereinafter provided. 
S e c . 0. In the case of a notice to 
establish a grade or alteration thereof, 
the Council within the time limited 
by Sec. 5, may establish tiie same as 
proposed in the noticb. 
S e c . 7. In case the notice be for 
the improvement of a street or part 
thereof, the Council may, through its 
Surveyor or other officers anti employ­ 
ees, proceed to ascertain and deter­ 
mine the probable costof making such 
improvement, and assess U(>on each 
lot or part thereof, fronting thereon 
and liable therefor, its.proportionate 
share of such cost. 
S e c . 8. W hen the probable cost of 
the improvement lias been ascertain­ 
ed and determined, und the propor­ 
tionate share thereof of each lot or 
. part thereof has beeh assessed as pro­ 
vided in Sec. 7, the Council must de­ 
clare the same, and direct its Clerk to 
enter ji statement thereof in the docket 
of the City liens as provided in the 
next Section. 
Sec. 9. The docket of City liens is 
a book in which must be entered in 
pursuance of Section 8, the following 
matters in relation to assessments for 
the improvement of streets. 
1st, The number or letter of the lot 
assessed, and the number or letter of 
the block in which it is situated, or 
any other valid description of the prop­ 
erty, and if a separate assessment is 
made upen a part of a lot, a particular 
designation of sueli part. 
2d, The name of the owner thereof, 
or that the owner is unknowg. 
3d, The sum assessed upon such lot 
or part t hereof, and the date of the 
entry. 
8 e c . 10. The docket of the City 
liens is a public writing, and imparts 
notice to all the world of the matters 
and things therein recorded, and the 
original or certified copies of any mat­ 
ter authorized to be entered therein, 
are entit ed to the force and effect 
thereof, and from the date of an entry 
therein of an assessment upon a lot or 
part thereof, the sum so entered is to 
be deemed a tax levied and a lien 
thereon, which lien shall have priority 
over ull other liens or incumbrances 
whatever. 
S ec. 11. A sum of money assessed 
for the improvement of a street cannot 
be collected until, by order of the Com­ 
mon Council ten days’ notice thereof 
is given by the Clerk of the Common 
Council by publication in a daily 
newspaper published in said City, or 
by posting In three public places in 
said City; such notice must substanti­ 
ally contam the matters required tobe 
entered it* the docket of City liens, 
concerning such assessment. 
Sec. 12. If within five days from 
the first publication of the notice pre­ 
scribed ta Section 2, the sum assessd 
upon any lot or part thereof, is not 
wholly paid to the City Treasurer and 
a duplicate receipt thereof filed with 
the Clerk of the Common Council, the 
Council may thereafter order a war­ 
rant for the collection of the same, to 


bo issued by the Clerk, directed t<> (lie 
City Marshall, or other person author­ 
ized to collect taxes duo the City. 
Sec. 13. Such warrant must require 
the person to whom it is directed to 
forthwith levy upon the lot or part 
thereof, upon which the assessment is 
unpaid, arid sell the same in the man­ 
ner provided by law, and to return t ho 
proceeds of such sale, loss his fees, if 
any bo allowed by the Common C'oon- 
cil therefor, to the City Treasurer, and 
the warrant to tiie said Clerk, with his 
doings endorsed thereon, together with 
the receipt of the City’ Treasurer for 
the proceeds of such sale as paid to 
him. 
S e c. 14. Such warrant shall have 
the face and effect of an execution 
against real property, and shall be ex­ 
ecuted in like manner, except as in 
this Article otherwise specially pro­ 
vided. 
S e c. 15. The person executing such 
warrant shall immediately make a 
deed for the property sold thereon to 
the purchaser, stating thereon that 
the same is made subject to redemp­ 
tion as provided in 
this Article. 
AVithin one year from the date of such 
sale, the owner or any person in in­ 
terest may redeem the same or any 
part thereof, upon the terms and con­ 
ditions provided in the next Section. 
S e c . ltt. Redemption of the whole 
property is made by the payment of 
the purchase money and forty per 
cent, addition, and the amount of any 
tax or other incumbrance which the 
purchaser may have paid upon the 
property’. 
Redemption of a part is . 
made by the payment of that propor­ 
tion of the purchase money which the 
part redeemed bears in value to tlie 
property sole for tlie assessment. 
S e c . 17. A redemption discharges 
the property from the effects ot tlie 
sale for the assessment. 
If made by 
the owner or his successor in interest, 
the estate in the property is thereby 
restored to such owner or his successor 
in interest, as the case may be; but if 
made by a lien creditor, the amount 
paid for the redemption is thereafter to 
be deemed a part of his judgment, 
decree or mortgage, as the case may 
be, and shall bear like interest, and 
may be enforced and collected as a part 
thereof. 
B e c . 18. W henever a purchaser or 
those claiming under him refuses to 
convey to a person entitled to redeem, 
such person may enforce a conveyance 
thereof by a suit in equity, as for a 
specific contract to convey real prop­ 
erty; aud such suit may be maintained 
against absent parties, without proof 
ol'tender of the mone.v and offer to re­ 
deem if the plaintiff bring such money 
into Court and oiler then to redeem. 
S e c . 19. Each lot or part thereof 
within the limits of a proposed street 
improvement, shall he liable for the 
fullcost of making the same upon the 
half of the street in front of and abut­ 
ting upon it, and also for a propor­ 
tionate share of the cost of improving 
ths intersection of two of the streets 
bounding the block in which such lot 
or part thereof is situated. 
Be c . 20. The probable cost of im­ 
proving such intersection is to he 
assessed upon the lots o f parts thereof, 
situated in the quarters of the four 
blocks adjoining such intersection, but 
only 
upon 
the 
lots 
or 
parts 
thereof within the quarters nearest 
thereto and in proportion to the cash 
value of such lots, or parts thereof, irre­ 
spective of improvements thereon, and 
in determining such cash value the 
Common Council shall bo the apprais­ 
ers and no review or appeal therefrom 
shall be taken. 
B e c . 21. A sale of real property, un­ 
der the provisions of this Article, con­ 
veys to the purchased, subject to re­ 
demption as herein provided, all the 
estate or interest therein of the owner, 
whether known or unknown. 
B e c 22. W hen an assessment upon 
any lot, or part thereof, for any im­ 
provement done or ordered to be done 
upon any street, for t lie payment of 
which assessment sueli property is 
chargeable, becomes delinquent, any’ 
(lerson having a lien thereon by judg­ 
ment, decree, mortgage, or otherwise, 
may, at any time before the sale of 
such lot or part thereof, pay tiie same, 
and the Common Council shall, upon 
such payment being made, order tlie 
Mayor, in the name of the corporation, 
to make, execute and deliver to the 
party making such payment, and to 
his assigns,ail assignment and transfer 
of said claim of the corporation there­ 
for, and upon such transfer being made, 
the amount of such delinquent assess­ 
ment, and all costs thereon, together 
with the costs of m aking such assess­ 
ment, shall thereafter be deemed a part 
of such lieu, creditors, judgment, de­ 
cree, mortgage, or other charge and 
incumbrance, and shall bear like in­ 
terest, and may be enforced and col­ 
lected as a part thereof. 
Bec. 23. The Common Council must 
provide, by resolution, for the time 
and m anner of doing t he work on any 
proposed improvement, subject only 
to the following restrictions, to w it: 
1st—After proper notice the work 
must be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder; provided, th at the Common 
Council may reject any or all bids, 
2d—If the owner of any piece of prop­ 
erty, assessable for any proposed im­ 
provement, shall, within ten days af­ 
ter the final completion of the publica­ 
tion of notice by the Common Council 
of its intention to m ake any such im­ 
provement, give to the Common Coun­ 
cil a notice in writing that it is his de­ 
sire and intention to do his proportion 
of such improvement at his own cost, 
and with his own or hired labor, sub­ 
ject to the control of said Council and 
the officers and employees of said city 
in charge of said proposed improve­ 
ment, such portion of said improve­ 
ment shall he excepted from the con­ 
tract made as aforesaid; provided, that 
notiiing In this section contained shall 
be so construed as to release any such 
party desiring to avail himself of the 
privilege granted by the 2d subdivision 
of this section, of ins obligation to pay 
his proportion of the amount of the 
probable cost of such improvement as 
provided iu Section 7 of this Article. 
But if such owner shall, within the 
time and in the m anner prescribed by 
the Common Council, in its resolution 
or resolutions above referred to, make 
and complete his proportion of such 
improvement, the amount so paid by 
him shall bo refunded to him. If such 
owner fail therein, in any respect, 
the Common Council shall proceed as 
if uo notice above referred to had been 
given them by the owner. 
B e c . 24. 
It', upon tiie completion of 
any improvement, it is found that the 
sum assessed therefor upon any lot or 
part thereof is insufficient to defray 
the cost tbeieof, the Council must as­ 
certain the deficit and declare the same 
by resolution; wiien so declared, the 
Clerk must enter the sum of the deficit 
in the docket of city liens, in a column 
reserved for that purpose in the ori­ 
ginal entry’, with the date thereof, and 
sueli deficit shall thereafter be a lien 
upon such lot or part thereof, in like 
manner and with like effect us in case 
of tiie sum originally assessed, and 
shall also be payable und may be col­ 
lected in like manner aud with like 
effect as in the case of such stun so as­ 
sessed. 
Bec. 25. 
if, upon the completion of 


any improvement, it i ■ found that the 
sum assessed therefor upon any lot <»r 
part thereof, is more than sufficient to 
defray the cost thereof, the Council 
must ascertain and declare the surplus 
in like manner as in t fie case of a defi­ 
cit; when so declared it must be en­ 
tered, as in case of a deficit, in the 
docket of city liens, and thereafter the 
person who paid such surplus, or his 
legal representative, is entitled to re­ 
payment of the same by warrant on 
the City Treasurer. 
S ec. 2ti. All money paid or collected 
upon assessments for the improvement 
of streets, shall be kept a s a separate 
fund, and in nowise used for any other 
purpose whatever. All money so as­ 
sessed, including a deficit, from the 
tim e of being entered in the docket of 
city liens, shall hear interest at tiie 
legal rate until paid or collected. 
B e c . 27. The proceedings author­ 
ized by this Article for the establish­ 
ment or alteration of a grade, or the 
improvement of a street, or a part 
thereof, may be taken and had with­ 
out giving the notice prescribed in 
Section 2, whenever the owner or 
owners of two-thirds of tiie adjacent 
property shall, in writing, petition the 
Council therefor. 
S e c. 28. The Council shall have 
power to lay’ down all necessary sew­ 
ers aud drains, and may order the same 
paid out of the general fund of the city, 
but it shall, unless it otherwise pro­ 
scribe, cause the same to be assessed 
on the property fronting on either side 
of the street or sewer; the mode of ap­ 
portioning the estimated costs of im ­ 
provement of streets prescribed in 
Sections 7, It* and 20 of Article VII of 
this Act shall apply to the construc­ 
tion of such sewers or drains; and 
when the Council shall not direct the 
same to he otherwise assessed or paid, 
s u c h expenses shall, in every respect, 
bo assessed and collected in the sanie 
manner as is provided in ease of street 
improvement. 
B e c . 20. The cost of establishing or 
altering any grade or part thereof shall 
be paid out of the general fund of the 
city; the term “general fund," as used 
in this Article, includes any’ fund raised 
by’ special tax for the purpose, in con­ 
nection with which such term is used. 
S ec. 30. W henever any lot or part 
thereof, sold under the provisions of 
this Act, shall bring more than the 
assessment thereon, with interest, and 
costs, and charges of collection, the 
surplus must he paid to the Treasurer, 
and tlie person executing the warrant 
mwst take a separate receipt for such 
surplus, and file it with the Clerk of 
the Common Council on the return of 
the warrant. At any’ time thereafter 
the owner, or his legal representative, 
is entitled to a warrant upon the Trea­ 
surer for such surplus; provided,when­ 
ever any lot or part thereof, sold under 
the provisions of this Act, shall bring 
less than the assessment thereon, the 
Common Council shall supply the defi­ 
ciency’ out of the “general or cash 
fund,” if, in the opinion of the Coun­ 
cil, such improvement is necessary. 
B e c . 31. The deed to the purchaser 
must express the true consideration 
thereof, which is t he amount paid by 
tin1 purchaser, and the return of the 
person executing the warrant must 
specify tire amount for which each lot 
or part thereof sold, and the name of 
the purchaser. 
ARTICLE VIII. 


ELECTIONS. 
Section 1. Elections to be held in 
said city forthe purpose of electing the 
ol*i*ers of said city are of three kinds: 
1st—General Municipal Elections; 
2d—Municipal Elections; and 
3d—Special Elections. 
See. 2. General Municipal Elections 
shall be held in said city on the first 
Monday in December, 1874, and on the 
first Monday in December every two 
years thereafter. 
There shall be elected at the first 
general municipal election all of the 
elective officers of said city, including 
twelve members of the Common Coun­ 
cil, four from each of the three wards 
in said city. 
Sec. 3. All officers elected at the first 
general municipal election shall hold 
office for the term of two years, or un­ 
til their successors shall have been 
elected and qualified, provided tHat 
six members of the Common Council, 
two from each ward, elected at that 
time shall hold offiee for the term of 
ono yeur; and six members, two from 
eacli ward, shall hold office for the term 
of two years, or until their successors 
respectively shall have been elected 
and qualified; and provided that at the 
meeting appointed by thin Act to bo 
held after the elections in 1874, the 
twelve members elected of the Com­ 
mon Council shall determine by lot or 
chance to be cast or drawn by tiie 
representatives from each ward be­ 
tween themselves which six of their 
numbers, being two from each ward, 
shall hold for only the term of one 
year, and which six, being two from 
each ward, shall continue to hold for 
the term of two years. 
See. 4. A t every other succeeding 
general municipal election there shall 
be elected all of the elective officers of 
said city, but including six members 
of the Common Council, two from 
each of the said wards, to succeed 
those whose terms of office are about 
to expire. 
Sse. 5. Municipal elections are those 
held for the purpose of electing mem­ 
bers of the Common Council exclu­ 
sively, or in case of a vacancy in the of­ 
fice of the City Assessor, when the 
Common Council shall so order, for 
the purpose of electing members of tiie 
Common Council and a City Assessor 
to till such unexpired term. 
The first cdection of this class shall 
be held on the first Monday in Decem­ 
ber, 1875, and on the first Monday in 
December every two years thereafter. 
At such election there shall be elected 
six members of the Commoh Council, 
two members from each ward, to suc­ 
ceed those whose term s are about to 
expire. 
W hen a vacancy exists in the office 
of the City Assessor and the Common 
Council shall order the election of a 
successor for the unexpired term, such 
election may also be held at the same 
time. 
Sec. (i. Special elections are those 
which may be held forthe sole purpose 
of electing an Assessor when there ex­ 
ists a vacancy in that office before the 
regular expiration of the term of such 
office, and the election in the opinion 
of the Council should not be postponed 
until the next regular municipal or 
general municipal election. 
If any special election he ordered it 
shall be ordered held and conducted, 
and the result thereof made known 
and declared in the same manner as 
herein provided for other elections. 
Sec. 7. The Common Council of said 
city shall by a resolution to be entered 
upon its minutes order the holding of 
all elections, of city officers, and all 
other elections which may at any time 
be authorized by law to he held ex­ 
clusively affecting the interests of said 
city. 
Such order shall specify the object 
of, the time of, and a place within the 
limits of each ward for, the holding of 
such election, the names of one in­ 
spector and two Judges for each ward, 


who must be residents thereof, to con­ 
duct the holding of such election, 
Such order, certified by the Clerk of 
the Common Council, to be a full, true 
and correct copy of the original resolu­ 
tion adopted by the Common Council, 
sha ll lie published in some daily news­ 
paper printed and published in said 
city for at least ten days prior to the 
time appointed for the holding of the 
election. 
Sec. 8. Returns of sueli elections 
shall be made to the Common Council, 
who shall within leu dnvs thereafter, 
either at a regular or special meeting, 
canvas and declare the result thereof, 
and order certificates of election to be 
issued by the Clerk of tiie Common 
Council "to tiie persons elected. 
Bee. 9. AH elections shall in ull other 
respects be conducted and held in ac­ 
cordance with the -provisions of the 
laws of this State, as the same may at 
tiie timo provide for Hie holding of 
general elections ill this State and to 
that end and for that purpose, in so far 
as the same may be applicable and not 
iu conflict with the provisions of this 
charter, the same with the proper sub­ 
stitutions and corresponding changes, 
i hereby made applicable. 
Bec. 10. All officers elected at any 
election, or appointed by the Council 
to till any vacancy, shall within five 
days after' the date of the issuance of 
the certificate of their election by the 
Clerk qualify by taking the oath of of­ 
fice before some officer authorized to 
administer oaths, and shall tile the 
same with the Clerk of the Common 
Council. 
Bee. 11. Tiie Mayor, City Attorney, 
Marshal, Treasurer and Assessor shall 
respectively In addition to taking sueli 
oath execute to said municipal cor­ 
poration a bond with two good and 
sufficient sureties iu such sum as the 
Common Council shall prescribe con­ 
ditioned for the faithful discharge bv 
them respectively of tlie duties of their 
respective offices. 
Tne bond of the Mayor shall be pre­ 
sented to the Common Council at its 
first regular meeting.after his taking 
the oath, and after approval shall be 
filed with and remain in the official 
keeping of the Clerk of the Common 
Council. 
Sec. 12. Should any person elected 
to any offiee Tail to qualify and give 
bonds as herein required, the Com­ 
mon Council shall at the first or any 
other meeting thereafter by resolution 
to be entered upon the minutes declare 
such office vacant, and proceed to ap­ 
point a suitable person thereto, or to 
provide for the holding of a special 
election to fill sueli vacancy, as pro­ 
vided by this charter. 
S e c . 13. An office shall ho deemed 
vacant upon the death or resignation 
of the incumbent, and whenever any 
officer, elected or appointed, shall bo 
absent from the city without permis­ 
sion of the Common Council for the 
period of thirty consecutive days; and, 
in case of Common Councilman, when­ 
ever any incumbent thereof sluiil re­ 
move from the ward which he repre­ 
sents, the Common Council shall de­ 
clare such office vacant, and shall pro­ 
ceed to fill the same by election or ap­ 
pointment, as herein prescribed; pro­ 
vided, that a change of the bound­ 
aries of any ward shall not be deemed 
to change the residence of any Coun­ 
cilman, so as to cause a vacancy in of­ 
fice. 
B e c . 14. The Common Council shall 
have power to receive and cancel the 
returns of an election, authorized by 
this Act, or any Act amendatory here­ 
of, and shall be the judge, otherwise 
than as herein set forth, of the qualifi­ 
cations, elections and returns of its 
own members and the other officers 
elected under this Act, and may deter­ 
mine all contested elections held in 
pursuance of this Act. 
Bkc. 15. N opersonshall be eligible 
to any municipal office, who, at the 
time of his election, is not a qualified 
elector under the laws of this State, 
and who lias not resided in said city 
for twelve months next preceding such 
election or appointment, and in addi­ 
tion to the above qualifications, to bo 
eligible to the offices of Mayor or Com­ 
mon Councilman, or cither, such per­ 
son must have boon a payer ol‘ city 
taxes upon real property assessed and 
valued at not less than SI,500 for at 
least twelve months next prior to such 
election or appointment; and, to be 
eligible to theofficeof Common Coun­ 
cilman in addition to the above quali­ 
fications, such person must have been 
a resident df the ward from which lie 
is elected or appointed for at least 
twelve months next preceding such 
election or appointment; provided, 
that In case of a redistricting or redi­ 
vision of the city into wards be made, 
whereby the lines or boundaries of any 
ward arc changed, the last provision in 
regard to residence shall not apply to 
persons elected at the first election 
thereafter, or persons appointed as 
Couneilmen before such election. 
Bec*. 1(1. The qualifications of elec­ 
tors at any election had iu said city in 
pursuance of this Act, shall be tiie 
same as those prescribed by the laws of 
this State for electors at any general 
State election in force at the time of 
such election, and, in addition thereto, 
each elector must have resided in the 
ward In which he offers his vote for at 
least thirty days next prior to such 
election. 
ARTICLE IX. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


S e c t io n 1. The City of Los Ange­ 
les shall not lie and is not bound by 
any contract, or in any way liable 
thereon, unless the same is authorized 
by a city ordinance or resolution of the 
Common Council, and made in writing 
by an order of the Council, signed by 
the Mayor or some other person, i i be­ 
half of'the city. But the Mayor and 
Common Council by an ordinance or 
the Common Council by resolution or 
motion may authorized any officer, 
committee or agent of the city to bind 
the city without a contract in writing 
for the payment of an sum of money 
not exceeding three hundred dollars. 
Bkc. 2. The said corporation shall 
not be liable to anyone for any loss or 
injury to person or property growing 
out or caused by the malfeasance, mis­ 
feasance or neglect of duty of any offi­ 
cer or other authorities of said city, or 
for any causuaiity or accident happen­ 
ing to such person or property on 
account of the condition of any zanja, 
sewer, cess-pool, street, sidewalk or 
public ground therein. 
But tills section does not exonerate 
any officer of said city or any other 
person from such liability when such 
casuality or 
accident is caused by 
the wilful neglect of duty enjoined 
upon such officer or person by law, or 
by the gross negligence or wilful mis­ 
conduct of such officer or person in 
any other respect. 
Bed. 3. The indebtedness of the said 
city must not exceed in the aggregate 
the sum of three hundred thousand 
dollars,'and any debt or liabiity incur­ 
red in violation of this section, except 
as hereinafter provided, whether by 
borrowing money, loaning tlie credit 
of the city, or otherwise, is null and 
void, and ar no effect. 
S e c. 4. In any action, suit or pro­ 
ceeding, in any Court, concerning an 
assessment of property or levy of taxes, 
authorized by this Act, or the collec­ 


tion of any 
ticli tax, or proceeding 
consequent thereon, such assessm ent, 
levy, consequent proceeding and all 
proceedings connected therewith, shall 
be presumed to be regular and duly 
done or taken until the contrary is 
sh ow n ; and when any proceeding, 
matter or thing is by that. Act com - ¡ 
mitted or left to the discretion or judg­ 
ment of the Mayor and Common Coun­ 
cil, or the Common Council, or other 
authorities of said city, such discretion 
or judgment, when exercised or declar­ 
ed.' is final, and cannot bo reviewed or 
called in question elsewhere. 
S e c. 5. 
in making a deed for real 
property, sold for a delinquent assess­ 
ment, for any improvement, it is not 
n e c e ss a ry to recite or set forth the pro­ 
ceedings prior to the sale; but it is suf­ 
ficient if it substantially appears from 
such deed that the property was sold 
by virftie of warrants from said city, 
and the date thereof, that it w as for a 
delinquent 
assessment, 
and 
the 
amount thereof, together with thedute 
of the sale, and the amount hid there­ 
at by the purchaser. 
The style of a 
warrant for the collection of delinquent 
assessments shall be, “ In tiie name 
of the I'cople of the State of Califor­ 
nia." 
S e c . t>. 
Whenever the grade of any 
street lias been established, the Council 
may authorize the owner or owners of 
any property thereon to cut down or 
till up such street in front of such prop­ 
erty, according to such grade, at the 
expense and cost of such owner. 
S e c . 7. The authority mentioned in 
Section (1, cniyiot be given after an as­ 
sessment lias been made for the im­ 
provement of the street in front of 
such property, and in giving such au­ 
thority the Council may impose such 
terms and conditions as may be neces­ 
sary to secure the deposit of excava­ 
tions upon any part of such street as 
may require to be filled up. 
S ec. 8. Ileal property when sold for 
o rto satisfy a delinquent assessment 
or tax, must be sold for United States 
gold or silver coin, and not otherwise; 
and any one applying or seeking to 
redeem property so sold, as in this Act 
provided, must pay or offer to pay the 
sum necessary thsrofor in such coin, 
and not otherwise. 
Bec. 9. 
All real property within the 
limits of the city, not laid oil’ in blocks 
or lots, at the time of making an as­ 
sessment authorized l*y this Act, ex­ 
cept as herein otherwise 
provided, 
must he assessed at its cash value per 
acre or fraction thereof, as the case 
may be. 
Bec. 10. Whenever any lot or part 
thereof is sold for a delinquent assess­ 
ment for a street improvement, and 
afterwards re-sold for a deficit in sueli 
aasessment, as in this Act provided, to 
any person other than the purchaser 
at the first sale, or his successor in in­ 
terest, such purchaser or successor, for 
tlie purpose of m aking redemption 
from the purchaser at such re-sale, is 
to be deemed an owner within the 
meaning of this Act. 
B e c . 11. Every ordinance which 
shall have been passed| by the Com­ 
mon Council, shall before it becomes 
effective, be signed by the Clerk of 
the Common Council and presented 
to the Mayor for his approval. If he 
approve it, lie shall sign it; if not, he 
shall endorse thereon the date of the 
presentation to him, and shall return 
it to the Clerk of the Common Council 
with his objections in writing. The 
Clerk of the Common Council shall 
endorse thereon the date of its return 
to him, and shall, at the first meeting 
of the Common Council thereafter, 
present the same with the objections 
to the Mayor, to that body. There­ 
upon, 
the (Common Council shall 
proceed to reconsider the passage of 
the ordinance. If, after such consid­ 
eration, two-thirds of all the members 
at that time actually constituting the 
Common Council, including absent- 
eees, agree to pass it, the same shall 
become an ordinance. In all such 
cases the vote shall be taken by aves 
and noes, and the names of the mem­ 
bers voting for and against the same 
shall lie entered upon the minutes. 


S e c . 12. If any ordinance shall not 
be returned to the Clerk of the Com­ 
mon Council by the Mayor, with his 
objections in writing, within ten days 
(Sundays and other legal holidays ex­ 
cepted) after it shall have been pre­ 
sented to him, the same shall become 
effective and he us validas if the May­ 
or had approved and signed it. 
Sec. 13. The style of any ordinance 
shall substantially be: 
“ The Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Los Angeles do ordain 
as follows:” 
S e c . 14. The style of every resolu­ 
tion in writing of the Common Coun­ 
cil shall substantially be: 
. 
“Be it resolved by the Common 
Council of the City of Los Angeles, 
as follows:” 
Sec. 15. The Mayor of said city 
and the Clerk of the Common Council 
shall each respectively be authorized 
to administer oaths In the same m an­ 
lier and with the like effect as other 
officers authorized by the laws of tiie 
State to administer oaths. 
B e c . 1ft. If the bond of any officer 
should, at any time, become insufli- 
cient, the Common Council may re­ 
quire him to give additional security, 
and in case of his failure to do so w ith­ 
in fifteen days, may declare his office 
vacant. 
B k c. 17. All claims and demands 
against the said corporation shall, in 
accordance with such rules and regu­ 
lations as the Common Council may 
prescribe, be presented to the Common 
Council and shall bo by them referred 
to a committee on Finance, a special 
committee or other appropriate com­ 
mittee as may bo determined by the 
Common Council, who shall examine, 
audit and allow or reject the srtme in 
whole or in part, subject to tiie ap­ 
proval of the Common Council. Such 
committee shall report to the Common 
Council as soon as practicable. The 
Common Council shall thereupon pro; 
ceed to consider the report of the com­ 
mittee and the claim or demand pre­ 
sented, and shall, if the same be just 
and legal, order the same to be paid, 
and shall require the Clerk of the 
Common Council to draw a warrant 
upon the City Treasurer in favor of 
the holder of such claim or demand, 
for the amount allowed, and payable 
out of the appropriate fund. 
Sueli warrant shall be signed by the 
Mayor and countersigned by the Clerk 
of the Common Council. 
B e c . 18. No suit shall he brought 
upon any claim for money or demand 
for damages against said corporation, 
until such claim or demand lias first 
been presented as aforesaid and reject­ 
ed by the Common Council in whole 
or in part. 
If rejected in part, suit may lie 
brought to recover the whole. 
Nor shall any suit he brought against 
said corporation upon any such claim 
or demand, if the Council shall allow 
the whole of such cluini or demand 
and shall order the same to he paid as 
hereinbefore required; provided, that 
nothing herein contained shall bo so 
construed as to deprive the holder of 
any claim or demand of his right to 
resort to a writ of mandate or other 
proper proceeding against the said 
(’oiuiell or any other officer of said city 
to compel them or him to act upon 


said claim or demand, to draw or to 
sign such warrant>, or to pay the same 
when so drawn. 
S e c . 19. A majority of the mem­ 
bers actually at the time constituting 
the Common Council, shall be neces­ 
sary to pass any ordinance or resolu- 
t ioii, or to do or perform any other act 
whereby any debt is created, any 
money is appropriated, or the revenue 
of the city is in any way diminished. 
Upon the passage of any such ordin- j 
anee, resolution or motion, the ayes 
and noes shall be called,and the names 
of members voting for and against 
such ordinance, resolution or motion, 
shall be entered upon the journal of 
tho proceedings of the Common Coun­ 
cil. 
Sec. 20. In any action, suit, or pro­ 
ceeding to which the said corporation 
is a party either as plaintiff or defend­ 
ant, the contents of any ordinance, 
resolution, by-law, rule or regulation 
may lie p rim a facie, proven by the in­ 
troduction of the original, the entry 
thereof on the journal of the proceed­ 
ings of tli« Common Council, a copy 
of sueli entry certified by the Clerk of 
the Common Council to lie a full, true 
and correct copy of such original entry 
or by the introduction of a printed 
copy thereof. 
Sec. 21. The members of the Com­ 
mon Council shall receive no salary, 
pay or other compensation for any 
service rendered corporation as such 
while in office. 
Bec. 24. The official bonds and papers 
of all the officers of said corporation 
are city property, and must be kept 
as such by said officers during their 
continuance in office and then deliv­ 
ered to their successor respectively or 
to the Common Council. 
Such books and papers may at any 
time be inspected by the Mayor or by 
a Committee of the Common Council 
appointed for that purpose. 
See. 25. Unless otherwise provided 
in this Act, the Mayor and Common 
Council or either when authorized by 
this Act to adopt any ordinance or 
resolution, or to make any rule or re­ 
gulation, such municipal authority so 
empowered shall have the further 
power, and is hereby authorized to 
provide that each and every violation 
of such ordinance, resolution, rule or 
regulat ion shall lie and constitute a 
misdemeanor, and may prescribe as a 
punishment therefor to be imposed 
upon every person found guilty there­ 
of a fine not exceeding two hundred 
dollars, and imprisonment not exceed­ 
ing ninety days or either such fine or 
imprisonment. 
Bec. 26. W hen any act or thing Is 
required by any provision of this Act 
or of any ordinance, resolution, order, 
rule or regulation of said city author­ 
ities to he done op performed upon any 
specified day, such provision of this 
Act or of such ordinance, resolution, 
order, rule or regulation sliull be con­ 
strued to be directory and not manda­ 
tory, and such act or thing shall be of 
equal validity and force, if done at any 
other tim e as if the same had been 
performed at the time specified; pro­ 
vided that the provision of this section 
shall not apply to the terms of any 
contract made and entered into by 
said corporation with any other person 
when from the terms of .sueli agree­ 
ment it shall appear th at time is of 
the issue of the contract, and pro­ 
vided that this section shall not apply 
in the case of the requirements for 
the qualifications of officers. 
Sec. 27. In addition to what may 
be specially required by other provis­ 
ions of this Act to be .published, the 
following proceedings and acts of said 
municipal authorities shall be pub­ 
lished in English and Bpanish, by at 
least one insertion in such languages 
respectively, in some newspaper print­ 
ed and published in said city, or by 
posting for at least ten days in three 
public places in said city, before sueli 
proceeding or act shall be of any valid­ 
ity or binding force or effect, to wit: 
1st. All ordinances passed by the 
Common Council and approved by the 
Mayor, or which may be adopted in 
accordance with any other provisions 
of this act. 
2d. All resolutions of the Common 
Council required by this Act to be in 
writing. 
S ec. 28. All Acts of the Legisla­ 
ture relating to the City of Los An­ 
geles, and all city ordinances hereto­ 
fore passed, and now in force when 
this Act takes effect, and not incon­ 
sistent therewith, shall he and remain 
in full force and effect, and thereafter 
until rePcaled by proper authority; 
and all rights vested or liabilities in­ 
curred under any former A ct of the 
Legislature applicable to said city, or 
any city ordinance, when this takes 
effect, shall not thereby be lost, im­ 
paired or discharged. 
S ec. 29. All Acts of the legisla­ 
ture heretofore passed and now iu 
force, in so far as the same arc incon­ 
sistent with the provisions of this Act, 
and no further, snail lie and t he same 
are hereby repealed. 
S ec. 30*. This Act shall take offset 
immediately.
